| STRANGE BUT Lasr 
NEGRO Liner aren.--The last 
negro slave was libersted in the city 
of New York on the Ist of October, 
1875. The cireumstances in the case, 
as we eltained them from Nelson 
Rowe, the newly emancipated slave, 
were these : 

Nelson, in company with his young 
master, Col. Dolph Spiro, left Missis- 
sippion the Ist of June, 1855, to spend 
the summer at the Virginia Springs. 
After remaining at the White Sul- 
phur, Old Sweet and other places 
uotil things became monotonous and 
dull, Col. Spiro wended his wey to 
Raleigh, N. C., where he had several 
old friends and collezemates. Hav- 
ing spent his money on cards, wine 
and other dissipations, his credit be- 
came thread-bare with his friends, 
At this time he met at the-Yarboro 
House a dashing young man from 
New York, Mr. D. Webster Cutter, 
who doubtless some of ovr readers 
will recollect. With the ladie® par- 
ticularly was he a favorite, his dash- 
ing mangersand general gayety win- 
ning bim many triends and admirers. 
Young Cutter and Col. Spiro soon 
became fast friends, and became the 
toast of the ladies, no party or dance 
being complete wilhout them. 

After returning from a dance one 
night Spiro invited Cutter to his 
room, No. 7, to haveagame of draw 
poker before going to bed, as it was 
just 2 o’vioek, and he neyer thought 
of retiring before S. Entering the 
room they found the faithful Nelson 
awaiting his master’s return. Cuttter 
immediately direeted Nelson to go 
to John Cain’s aud bring “‘two stews, 
anails on toast, coffee, and two dozen 
on the half shell, and a bottle of that 
old brandy of 1820,’ In about an 
hour Nelson returned witha waiter 
loaded down with the best John 
could get up. The game had gone on 
during his absence with 
varying fortunes. As he entered 
the door he heard Spiro say, ‘I will 
see that, and go five hundred better.”’ 
see it, and go one thousand bet- 
ter.” “IT have no money to go highes 
or call you,”’ said the Colonel, ‘but 
will risk my watch and Nelson 
on my hand, and you.” “All 
righ',’’ sags Cutter, at the same time 
throwing down four aces. As the 
Colonel had only been playing blulf, 
up Went all his money, watch and 
Nelson. 

The cards Were laid aside, supper 
taken in silence, and both partics re- 
tired. 
son gently entered Cutter’s room and 
approaching his bed handed him a 
paper which proved to bea bill of 
sule conveying Neison to Cutter, 
Spiro, suffering with a headache, did 
not putin his appearance that day, 
and that afternoon Nelson and his 
new master leit for Richmond, Va. 
where Cutter intended conveying kis 
newly obtained property into money. 
Nelson, however, proved so polite 
aud handy that Cutter proposed that 
he should accompauy Lin to New 
York as his body servant on condition 


that nothing was ever to be suid of | 


the affair, as his family were religi- 
ously opposed to gaming, and were 
red hot abolitionists. Nelson gave 
him his word and honor he would 
play mum. “I will,’’ says Cutter, 
“obligate to give you your freedom if 
you will serve me twenty years, and 
then you can beeonie your 
ter.’ will do it,”’ said Nelson, 
‘and no one can accuse me, 4 hegro 
as Tam, of going back on my word.” 
And the matter was never afterwards 
referred ty by either of them. 


During the twenty years which 
have passed Nelson has acted as din- 
ing-room servant, butler, coachman, 
storeman,and in fact man ofall work, 
and ip each capacity acted faithfully. 

On the first of September of the 
prosent year Nelson went to Mr. Cut- 
ter’s office and for the first timeal- 
luded to the compact made between 
Lhem twenty years before by saying: 
“On the lst of October my (ine is out, 
and I must go down to Mississippi 


and look after my people, as DT have | 


not seen or heard of them In twenty 
yeors, except Col. Spiro, when he 
was prosomerat Johnson's Island in 
1864. Then I sent bim a nice suit of 
clothes, a pair of blankets, a box of 
cigars and five ga!lous of good brandy, 
but poor fellow, he died soon after- 
wards, and fear he did not receive 
the things or my letter.’’ **Mr. Cut- 
ter,” says Nelson, “heuded me a 
check for $250, ani! told me to go but 
to hurry back, which was ail that Was 
said by either of us.’ 

We interviewed Nelson Rowe, a 
fine looking darkey 38 years old, at 
the Yarboro House, and received 
from him this strange story, all of 
which he told ussuch an fmpressive 
manner that we could not doubt it, 
and after taking a good look at his 
old and new masters’ rooms and ail 
the surroundings, he left for Jackson, 
Miss , saying, ‘I do vot feel at home 
here—I miss Col. Yarborough, Chas- 
Hunter, Campbell Eatro, Henry 
Bryan, Robt. Wyche, Boots and 
many others. Sad recollections force 


me on.”
